Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, see Amendment After Final, filed 3/1 6/1 1 , with respect to 
claims 1 , 3, 6, 9-1 1,14, 30, 33-34, 36-40, 42, 46, and 53 have been fully considered 
and are persuasive. The previous rejection has been withdrawn.

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the 
prior art teaches or suggests a closed-loop transmit diversity as the instant application. 
In specific, using the closed-loop transmit diversity weighting vector, channel estimate. 
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and spreading codes for each user to suppress interference, and the specific zero 
forcing function to estimate the signal as claimed.
